Lawmakers want to hear 
more from businesses

WEST SPRINGFIELD — Local 
state legislators are getting the 
message loud and clear that Bea- 
con Hill regulations place a bur- 
den on Western Massachusetts 
businesses. 

They still want to hear it more. 

That was the message from 
state Sen. Donald Humason, 
R-Westfield, who represents Aga- 
wam, at the West of the River 
Chamber of Commerce's Legis- 
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lative Breakfast on Feb. 22 at the 
Springfield Country Club. 

In the first question of the 
morning, Chamber members 
characterized workers benefits 
like the recently enacted mini- 
mum wage hikes and proposed 
paid family leave as “one-size- 
fits-all” legislation forcing com- 
panies in all parts of the state to 
offer perks only affordable in the 
high-powered Boston economy. 
The Chamber asked what local

before the meeting begins; free 
dessert will be provided. Senior 
Center Director Joan Linnehan 
said all members of the public are 
welcome at the trash toter pre- 
sentation. 

In November, the City Coun- 
cil approved the $836,000 cost 
of buying 65-gallon trash toters 
— standardized carts on wheels 
— and 95-gallon recycling toters 
for every housing unit currently 
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participating in the town’s curb- 
side trash collection program. 
That includes all units in one- to 
four-family buildings. 

Each household will receive 
one trash toter and one recy- 
cling toter in June to handle all 
household waste. The toters can 
be lifted and emptied by an arm 
attached to the garbage and recy- 
cling trucks, reducing the amount

David Peters year is almost 
up, and the redevelopment of 
Games and Lanes is on schedule, 
he said last week. 

The owner of Site Redevel- 
opment ‘Technologies, which 
closed on the longtime eyesore 
and contaminated site at 346-350 
Walnut Street Ext. in April 2016, 
gave the City Council another 
progress update in February. He 
said he still expects the site to be 
ready for sale to a developer next 
month. 

“April is still a pretty good bet, 
he told the Agawam Advertiser 
News. “It should become a sale- 
able asset then.’ 

He did not say whether he has 
a buyer in mind. He advertised 
the property in July, and said 
in August that there had been 
“more than a couple’ potential 
buyers showing interest in the 
2.3-acre lot and 33,860-square 
foot building. 

When Peter purchased the 
property last year, he had said 
it would take about a year to 
go through the environmental 
cleanup of the site. From there, 
it would be sold to a new owner,

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Poll workers set for first wage increase since 1998

They were counting votes for Paul Cellucci 
and Scott Harshbarger last time Agawam poll 
workers got a raise. 

At as low as $6.60 an hour, they're paid less 
than the state minimum wage. That could 
change this year, after the City Council voted 
unanimously on Feb. 21 to consider raising all 
poll workers’ pay to at least $11 an hour, match- 
ing the state minimum. 

Councilor George Bitzas sponsored the arti- 
cle, which proposed sweeping raises for a num- 
ber of different election positions. It still requires 
another council vote and the mayor's approval 
before it can take effect. 

“These people work really hard and they de- 
serve to make at least the minimum wage, said 
Bitzas. “They work extremely long days on the 
elections.’ 

The Legislative Subcommittee also took up 
the issue, with a small debate over whether 
Bitzas had the ability to bring the legislation 
forward. In most cases, city councilors are not 
allowed to bring forward money transfers or au- 
thorize raises for town workers. That power nor- 
mally rests with the mayor's office. 

Bitzas sought a legal opinion and found out 
he was able to submit the pay rises because poll 
worker salaries are set by ordinance, not by a 
union or other pay scale. Towns and school dis- 
tricts are not required to give their workers wage 
increases when the minimum wage rises. All 
wage increases must be passed by the individual 
municipality. 

Bitzas and other councilors were surprised to 
learn just how low the salaries are for election 
workers. 

Bitzas wage increases would increase the 
hourly salary for the precinct warden from $9 
per hour to $12 per hour. The deputy precinct 
warden makes just $7.80, as does the deputy 
precinct clerk. Even worse, a ballot counter only 
makes $6.60 per hour. A census worker makes 
$7.50 per hour. 

All of the positions will see raises to $11 or

Bitzas ordinance update also states there 
have been no raises since 1998. 

Massachusetts minimum wage at that time 
was $5.25 per hour. The most recent minimum 
wage increases were $1 each in 2015, 2016 and 
2017, to the current rate of $11 per hour. 

The council has unanimously passed the first 
reading. While addressing the issue, Councilor 
Richard Theroux, who supervised three decades’ 
worth of elections as town clerk before retiring 
at the end of 2015, said he fully supported the 
raises. 

“As the town clerk, I personally oversaw these 
people and how hard they work, said Theroux. 
“These people put in very long days and they de- 
serve to make a fair wage.’ 

Agawam holds elections two to four times 
per year. In odd-numbered years, there is typi- 
cally a preliminary election in September fol- 
lowed by the municipal elections in November 
for mayor, council, and School Committee. 


During even-numbered years, there are state 
primary and general elections; in presidential 
election years, a separate presidential primary 
is held. Special elections are also held as need- 
ed to fill midterm vacancies in certain state and 
federal offices. Each election must be staffed by 
poll workers for each of the town’s eight voting 
precincts. 

Theroux said during his tenure as town clerk, 
he did consider asking for poll worker raises at 
times, but budget constraints prevented it from 
happening. 

“T can tell you that we have a lot of dedicated 
poll workers that have been doing this since be- 
fore I was town clerk, and are doing it still; said 
Theroux. “They do not do it for the money, that’s 
for sure.’ 

Theroux said town will receive reimburse- 
ment from the state for the cost of paying for 
poll workers during the first-of-its-kind early 
voting period of last November's election.

current Council President James Cichetti on campaign 
fundraising; Stephen Roth on growth and sustainability 
issues in Agawam; Corinne Wingard on the Community 
Preservation Act and housing policy; and Agawam Adver- 
tiser News editor Michael Ballway on media relations. 

Prospective 2017 candidates can sign up to speak 
during an open mic period to follow. 

Vendors will be invited to network with prospective 
candidates for signmaking, graphic design, social media, 
press release, fundraising, event hosting and other political 
services. 

Also available at the convention will be information on 
municipal budget fundamentals and how to get your name 
on the ballot. According to the town clerk's office, nomina- 
tion papers will be available starting the following Monday, 
May 8. The election will be in November. 

The convention is open to all Agawam residents and all 
prospective candidates, regardless of their political beliefs, 
both incumbents and challengers.

Agawam is one of four cities targeted by a science-ori- 
ented charter school given state approval this week to 
open in 2018. 

Hampden Charter School of Science, based in Chicop- 
ee, received permission on Feb. 27 to open a second cam- 
pus serving Agawam, Holyoke, Westfield and West Spring- 
field. Tarkan Topcuoglu, director of HCSS in Chicopee, 
said this week that the new school will replicate the math- 
and science-oriented curriculum and college preparatory 
structure of the current one, which has been operating 
since 2009. 

“We will be replicating our successful model that we 
have here,’ he said. “We will bring some teachers and staff 
we have at the current school. ... We are a Level 1 school, 
with a 100 percent graduation rate, 96 percent of our grad- 
uates in college. That’s what wed like to bring as another 
opportunity to the parents of Holyoke, Westfield, West 
Springfield and Agawam.’ 

The new school will be known as HCSS-West, and the 
current school will be renamed HCSS-East. Although a 
press release from the Massachusetts Board of Elementary 
and Secondary Education said HCSS-West will be based 
in Westfield, Topcuoglu said his board is looking at sever- 
al potential sites, both in Westfield and West Springfield, 
with a small chance that the school could be located in 
Agawam. 

Though press reports have linked HCSS with a Turkish 
Islamic cleric and political rebel living in Pennsylvania, 
Topcuoglu said the school is not part of any religious or 
political movement. Its only affilliations, he said, are ed- 
ucational ones with Westfield State University, Western 
New England University and individual professors from 
other colleges. Topcuoglu said HCSS is funded entirely by 
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the state, and does not rely on any outside organization for 
financial support. 

The new school is expected to enroll 252 students in 
2018 in grades 6-9, expanding gradually to a full enrollment 
of 588 students in grades 6-12 by the 2025-26 school year. 

According to the school's application for state approval, 
dated Nov. 1, 2016, “the number of students at each grade 
level and the overall student populations will be very simi- 
lar to the flagship [Chicopee] school, since we have a track 
record of outstanding results with these numbers.’ The ap- 
plication envisions a student-teacher ratio of 11:1. 

The school will publicize open houses and informa- 
tional sessions as the 2018-19 school year approaches. The 
deadline to apply for admission in that first year will be 
sometime in March 2018, Topcuoglu said. 

HCSS-West will be a “Commonwealth Charter” school, 
a publicly funded school outside the control of any local 
school committee. When students are admitted to a char- 
ter school, the state deducts the cost of their tuition from 
its aid payments to the student’s home school district and 
pays it instead to the charter school organization. Student 
transfers to a charter school do not need to be approved by 
the town's School Department. 

HCSS-West will be governed by the HCSS Board of 
Trustees, a seven-member body that currently includes at 
least two residents of Agawam — Topcuoglu and Ahmet 
Gunay, a member of the chemistry faculty at Westfield 
State University. 

As residents of the HCSS-West region, Agawam stu- 
dents would receive preferential treatment in admission 
to the new school. Any student residing in Massachusetts 
can apply, if space is available. Although the current HCSS 
student body is largely composed of Chicopee, Ludlow, 
Springfield and West Springfield residents, for example, 
there are “a couple’ of Agawam students attending, Top- 
cuoglu said.

Election workers 


deserve the raise 


ile they ve been watching their neigh- 
bors vote for change over the past 20 
years, it turns out Agawams election 


wardens and clerks have been working for change. 

Spare change, relatively speaking — in some 
cases, an hourly wage just above half the state 
“minimum” wage, and no tips, of course. 

The City Council struck a blow for fairness last 
week in voting to lift every election worker at least 
to the $11 state minimum wage. It shouldnt be 
hard to get a confirmation vote next week and the 
mayors signature soon after. 

It may not be the most physically strenuous, 
intellectually demanding or hazardous job on the 
town payroll — certainly the police, firefighters, 
snowplow drivers, teachers and engineers, to name 
a few, justifiably earn a higher hourly wage. But it’s 
a necessary job for our government to function. 
Without poll workers, we can't have fair elections. 
Not to impugn the character of Agawam voters and 
candidates, but how many of us would trust an 
election run on the honor system? 

Someone has to be there to check voters in, 
check them out and cross them off the list; make 
sure primary voters are picking up the right ballot; 
keep campaigning out of the polling place itself; 
ensure that early votes and mail-in absentee votes 
are tabulated in the right precincts; step in, fix the 
problem and guarantee an accurate count when 
a machine breaks down; guard the voting materi- 
als and tabulators when a polling place has to be 
closed or evacuated temporarily; answer voters 
questions about the process; set up and take down 
the voting booths and machines; stick around for 
hand-counting after all the voters have gone home 
for dinner and cable news; and greet us with a 
smile, no matter how early in the morning or late 
in the day, as we exercise our most basic right as 
citizens. 

Agawam has seven polling places. The town 
clerk and his office staff can't be at every one. 

Each of the members of the City Council owes 
his or her high position to a fair election supervised 
by these poorly paid individuals. The only mystery 
in last week's vote is how these elected officials took 
so long to recognize that the election pay scale, last 
changed in the 1990s, was so far out of touch with 
price inflation and with statewide increases in the 
minimum wage. 

Well, that and the immense hypocrisy of a state 
government that mandates a minimum wage for 
private sector workers — to be paid, regardless of 
the value of their work, by private business owners 
who dont have the option of placing a lien on the 
property of anyone who doesnt pay the increased 
revenues they demand — but exempts government 
employees from the law. 

That’s another fight for another day — perhaps 
a cause to be taken up by one of our state legisla- 
tors, who also owe their titles and per diems to our 
fair elections.

“Talking to other communities that 
are doing this, they ve had few to none re- 
quests for extra toters, said Mayor Richard 
Cohen. “There shouldnt be an issue. 

Extra trash toters will not be available 
for purchase, DeMaio said, but residents 
can purchase special 32-gallon trash bags, 
at $15 for a roll of five, for curbside pickup 
on weeks when they have more trash than 
will fit in the toter. No other bags or bins 
will be collected at the curb. 

DeMaio said other towns that have ad- 
opted the standardized toters, such as West 
Springfield, have seen a reduction in trash 
volume and an increase in recycling, which 
would mean a savings in disposal fees. 

The town also expects recycling to be 
more convenient because residents will no 
longer have to separate paper from plastic 
and glass. All recyclables will be mixed in 
the 95-gallon toter, though the list of recy- 
clable materials has not changed. 

“Nothing is going to change other than 
where theyre putting it, DeMaio said. 
“Nothing in addition to what they current- 
ly recycle should go in there. [And] they 
should not begin mixing at this time — no 
changes should be made until July’ 
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Passion of Jesus Christ” on March 16, 
“The Nine Choirs of Angels” on March 
23, and “Our Spiritual Growth with the 
Angels and the Church’ on March 30.

Seniors will have a chance to try out the 
96-gallon wheeled toter at next week's in- 
formation session. Individuals will have the 
option to ask for a 65-gallon toter if they 
think the 96-gallon version is too large. 

With fewer garbage workers riding the 
trucks, there should also be a reduction in 
collection costs, DeMaio said. The exact 
cost savings have not yet been determined, 
as the town and Republic Services are still 
negotiating their contract. 

“Regardless of what [the rates] are, 
theyre going to be less than if we had un- 
limited trash on the curb, DeMaio said. 

Also to be determined are the routes 
and pickup days. Agawam currently col- 
lects trash four days a week, DeMaio said, 
but under the new contract, weekly pick- 
ups will occur on a five-day schedule. Some 
households will have their trash collec- 
tion day changed. Trash will be picked up 
every week; recycling will be collected on 
alternate weeks. DeMaio said the collec- 
tion schedule should be ready sometime in 
March.

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legislators can do to highlight the hardship 
on local employers. 

“We just have to be loud and persistent, 
Humason said. “A lot of times, were out- 
manned and outgunned.’ 

His colleague from across the river, and 
across the partisan aisle, state Sen. James 
Welch, D-West Springfield, agreed that of- 
ten Bostonss solutions aren't appropriate to 
Western Massachusetts, or to other regions 
outside the metropolis. 

“There are multiple economies here in 
Massachusetts, Welch said. “You have sev- 
eral regions. In order to get the most out 
of each region, you really need to have a 
unique plan” for each. 

Answering a question specifically about 
the paid leave bill, Humason said legisla- 
tors want to hear more from business own- 
ers about how proposed laws affect them. 

“What will the unintended consequenc- 
es be?” he asked the business owners in at- 
tendance. “We often have a very large heart. 
The cost of that often falls on your back. If 
you, as business leaders, can inform us and 
give us a real instance of what will happen, 
... we can offer that to temper the enthusi- 
asm in Boston with some cold, hard facts.’ 

State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R-South- 
wick, said spending on Beacon Hill is out of 
control, with the state budget having risen 
from $30 billion to $41 billion just in the six 
years he’s been in office, a rate of growth 
that any businessperson would recognize 
as “not sustainable’ 

He noted that the state of Georgia, with 
almost twice the population of Massachu- 
setts, has an annual budget of only $25 bil- 
lion. 

Robin Wozniak, executive director of 
the West of the River Chamber of Com- 
merce, said one of her organizations goals 
is to help local businesses stay in touch 
with their legislators, through the annual 
legislative breakfast and other programs. 

“We invite them to all events, and a lot 
of times they do come and mingle with the 
business community, Wozniak said. “They

want to hear from the business communi- 
ty just as much as the business community 
wants to be heard” 

Agawam and West Springfield mayors 
also spoke at the Feb. 22 breakfast. Agawam 
Mayor Richard Cohen, like Wozniak, spoke 
about a partnership between the Chamber 
of Commerce and Town Hall. 

“The Chamber, a long time ago, helped 
us put together the permitting handbook 
we go by, he said. He said he hoped the 
Chamber would also help the town “let 
businesses know we have a great workforce 
in Agawam. 

He also spoke about planned infrastruc- 
ture improvements in town, such as the 
new Morgan-Sullivan (Route 147) Bridge to 
begin construction this summer, the Feed- 
ing Hills Center work to begin in 2018, the 
planned Walnut Street Extension “down- 
town’ district and the redevelopment of 
Games and Lanes. Cohen said Agawam is 
also working on a new town website.

ments Sapelli said have been achieved 
during his tenure: 

e Renovated Agawam High School track, 
sports fields, and boys and girls locker 
room facilities 

e Enhanced safety and security equip- 
ment and procedures at all schools 

e Stocked schools with Narcan and pro- 
vided training to school nurses on how to 
administer it 

e Restored curriculum coordinator po- 
sitions to help implement new educational 
programs 

e Replaced outdated textbooks, some of 
which were more than 20 years old 

e Upgraded technology infrastructure 
at all schools and increased the number of 
computer laptops provided to students. 

Another area where Sapellis influence 
will have an impact long after he leaves his 
position is with special education services. 
He said the district has reduced special ed- 
ucation tuition costs in the budget while 
increasing special education programs 
— such as speech and language therapy 
services — in the schools. More students 
are now receiving services within Agawam 
schools rather than attending programs 
outside the district. 

“Keeping these kids here avoids pay- 
ing exorbitant tuition fees for outside pro- 
grams and makes it less stressful the kids,’ 
Sapelli said. 

Sapelli is putting the finishing touch- 
es on his sixth and final budget to be pre- 
sented to the School Committee within the 
next month. The five previous budgets were 
all approved with strong support from the 
School Committee, the City Council and 
the mayor. 


‘Good working relationships’ 

He said the budget approvals have oc- 
curred because of “good working relation- 
ships” he has developed as superintendent. 

‘Tve tried to be as inclusive as I can,’ 
he added. “Were all interested in getting 
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who could then develop the site without 
the concerns of contamination on the site. 

The building has been vacant since the 
former bowling alley and fun center closed 
a decade and a half ago. Before the bowl- 
ing alley, the building housed a drycleaning 
business, the source of chemicals polluting 
the groundwater under Games and Lanes 
and several properties to the north and 
east. 

Peter said last month that additional 
testing has taken place for soil gas moni- 
toring. There are monitoring wells installed 
on the property, and his update states the 
soil and groundwater are now at accept- 
able levels. 

Additionally, five new borings were 
tested in a lab and the results show that 
the soil, under and in front of the building 
meet residential requirements and are ac- 
ceptable. 

He said additional testing is still out and 
he is waiting for more results to come in 
later this week, but he believes the proper- 
ty is almost in a situation where a “closure 
plan” will be developed.

them as well as our schools and our town’ 

All of the budgets he has proposed have 
been “level-service’ budgets as opposed to 
“level-funded budgets. This has allowed 
the district to maintain the necessary ser- 
vices needed to run the schools and avoid 
making drastic cuts to programs, services, 
or staff that many surrounding districts 
have faced. 

Sapelli added that including school ad- 
ministrators and staff, and getting support 
from the School Committee and city coun- 
cilors, has created a level of trust when it 
comes to the budget and other issues. Since 
there “are always concerns about the bud- 


“The closure plan is what we submit to 
the Department of Environmental Protec- 
tion, Peter said. “It could contain the con- 
clusions of the tests, or it could also con- 
tain instructions for a potential new owner 
to follow if needed.’ 

He said if there was a need to control 
any additional vapors on the property, a 
potential plan could be laid out for venti- 
lation in the closure plan. At this time, he 
said, that does not appear to be the case. 

His update, which was issued on Feb. 24, 
talks about the testing that has been com- 
pleted, but did not address future plans for 
the site. 

City councilors continue to raise con- 
cerns about the security of the site, a large 
abandoned building only partially sur- 
rounded by fencing. Councilors have said 
that vandals and the homeless are breaking 
in to the property. 

Peter contends the site is secure. 

“It is ‘nonsense that there is access 
to the building, he said.

ECC still undecided 

Although Sapelli has realized many of 
his goals, he said he won't complete them 
all before his retirement in four months. 
One major uncompleted project on his 
to-do list is approval for a new Early Child- 
hood Center. 

It’s a project Sapelli has been passionate 
about for several years, and one he sees as 
a priority for the district. Preschoolers have 
been using a temporary building never de- 
signed as a school, at Perry Lane Park, for 
more than 20 years. 

“Theres a dire need for a new facility to 
replace the existing ECC. It’s outdated, and 
overcrowded, he said. 

An architectural firm hired to study the 
feasibility and cost of a new facility esti- 
mates a replacement ECC, which would 
also serve as a town-wide kindergarten 
facility, could cost as much as $26 million. 

While no decision has been made to 
construct the school, last fall, Sapelli got 
the School Committee to approve a build- 
ing committee who can help promote the 
need for a new facility to taxpayers. The 
City Council, however, has not yet voted 
to appoint this committee, and neither the 
council nor the mayor has opened official 
talks on how to fund a new ECC. 

Sapelli, 63, planned to retire in 
201 1while serving as assistant superinten- 
dent, but instead became superintendent 
with the unexpected departure of the pre- 
vious superintendent. He said now “seems 
like a good time to leave” when the district 
is doing well and while his health is still 
good. 

He began his career in Agawam as a 
substitute teacher 40 years ago, working 
his way up to superintendent. He said his 
longevity isn't an exception, since there is 
a very low turnover of school staff in the 
district. 

“Most stay until retirement, he said. 
“That speaks volumes about how well Aga- 
wam schools are doing.’

Lieutenant 
fined for 
ethics law 
violation

An Agawam police lieutenant 
has been fined $7,500 by the Mas- 
sachusetts Ethics Commission for 
his handling of a drunk-driving 
incident in 2012. The Ethics Com- 
mission released a report in 2014 
stating it believed Lt. Edward Mc- 
Govern had used his position in 
the Police Department to direct 
his subordinate officers to act in 
an inappropriate manner. 

A hearing was held in Septem- 
ber 2015 and closing arguments 
were made in late November. The 
ruling was handed down on Dec. 
16. 

In making the decision, the 
Ethics Commission ruled Mc- 
Govern had violated Massachu- 
setts General Law Chapter 268A, 
section 23(b)(2)(ii), in giving an 
officer, Danielle Petrangelo, pref- 
erential treatment. 

According to the decision, the 
law prohibits public employees 
from knowingly, or with reason 
to know, using or attempting 
to use their official positions to 
secure for themselves or others

Downtown plan now has rotary 


Businesses objected to proposed pedestrian mall, parkland

Planners hope businesses 
on Walnut Street Extension will 
agree to a beautification plan 
that keeps cars on the street but 
moves some parking. 

Merchants in the neighbor- 
hood near the corner of Spring- 
field and Suffield streets in Aga- 
wam, which is being targeted for 
redevelopment as a “walkable 
downtown,’ recently rejected a 
town Planning and Community 
Development Department pro- 
posal that would have turned the 
street into a park and pedestrian 
promenade. Under the new plan, 
to be presented at a property 
owners’ meeting this month, the 
street remains open, but park- 
ing spaces will be sacrificed to 
give pedestrians more room.

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PARANORMAL SOCIETY 
Group finds spirits at Smith House

The Agawam Paranormal So- 
ciety has brought its talents back 
home and presented its findings 
of an investigation in the historic 
Thomas Smith House. 

Last Friday night, Agawam 
Paranormal Founder Rob Goff 
presented “Who Goes There?”

paranormal enthusiasts at the 
Agawam Senior Center. 

Goff, who did the presentation 
for the Agawam Cultural Council 
free of charge, talked about start- 
ing his ninth year of paranormal 
investigations, and gave an over- 
view of his crew and some details 
on their process for investiga- 
tions. 

Goff started out nine years ago 
using the investigations as simply 
a family activity. 

“Tt was just something we re- 
ally wanted to do together; said 
Goff. “We watched the investiga- 
tions on television as a family and 
I thought it was something we 
could go out and do a few times 
a year.” 

He said nine years have really 
flown by and he is so happy to be

doing investigations all over the 
region. He shared his experiences 
at locations in Holyoke, South 
Hadley and West Springfield. 

Most recently, Goff’s crew in- 
vestigated Southwick Town Hall 
and the old Southwick Public Li- 
brary. He said the response to the 
investigations was huge. 

“We had a ‘grand reveal’ of our 
findings and there was 350 people 
at their town hall,” said Goff. “We 
had to get a couple of police of- 
ficers down there to manage the 
crowd.” 

Goff says his roster includes 
more than 30 people, with several 
of them specializing in certain 
aspects of paranormal investiga- 
tions. He has a psychic who is not 
informed of the spaces she will be 
investigating to ensure a neutral 
reading of the psychic energies a 
location may have. 

Goff’s presentation for the Se- 
nior Center crowd was custom 
made. Goff said he makes presen- 
tations throughout the region, 
and has been to more than 40 dif- 
ferent libraries.
